SUPERINTENDENT SRhePorRT

To the School Board of Unity :— 


I hereby submit my sixth annual report of your schools 
for your consideration and approval. 


General 


Our district, known as “District Number forty-three,” 
(43), is one of the largest in the state, both as to the num- 
ber of miles traveled by the superintendent and to the num- 
ber of teachers. There are forty-five teachers divided as 
follows: Newport, 26; Sunapee, 10; Unity, 6; Goshen, 3. 
The superintendent is supposed to visit each teacher at least 
once every two or three weeks. Sunapee teachers are vis- 
ited more often than the others as Sunapee pays one-fourth 
of the superintendent's salary and has only one-fifth of the 
teachers. During the years 1919-20 and 1920-21, or the 
first two years the District was formed, the superintendent 
made 1649 visits; an average of 36 visits per teacher, or a 
visit to each teacher every two weeks for the two years. 
Of course some teachers are visited oftener than otHers as 
they need much more help, being young and inexperienced. 
The superintendent trys to visit where he thinks he can do 
the most good. 

Each year seems to bring with it more, rather than less, 
for the superintendent todo. He sees each year new pos- 
~ sibilities; each year more is being demanded of our schools. 
Whatever other organizations fail to do the schools are ex- 
pected to accomplish. The schools must teach, not only the 
subjects generally known as academic, but also health, clean- 
liness, manners, thrift, kindness to animals and love of 
country, town and home. 


> 
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The superintendent is wholly dependent upon his 
teachers for his success. If they are loyal and capable he 
can accomplish much; if not, he can accomplish but little.. 

The attitude of the individual members of the School 
Boards, the parents, and the public as a whole has much to 
do with the success, or failure, of the schools. If there 
is a lack of harmony and cooperation between any of them 
and the superintendent it is at once felt in the atmosphere 
and work of the school. A few schools in the district 
have accomplished but little this year as well as previous 
years for one or more of these reasons. I am glad to state, 
however, that none of these conditions prevail this year in 
either Sunapee or Newport. 

The citizens of any town will finally have just about 
the kind of schools they insist upon having. The mem- 
bers elected to their School Board determine largely the kind 
of schools they will have as the School Board is the final 
authority of nearly all school matters. The superinten- 
dent is but their executive officer and can do only those 
things approved by them. Some Boards give the superin- 
tendent freedom of action and hold him responsible for 
results; other Boards give him but little freedom; under the 
latter conditions, but little can be accomplished by him and 
schools -will not improve or accomplish much. 


Improvements Made 
East Unity 


Hyloplate blackboards have been installed, greatly in- 
creasing the efficiency of the teacher in her board work. The 
stove has been jacketed making the house much more com- 
fortable for the pupils and teacher. 


Church School 


The windows have been taken from the east side and 
placed in the north side. The seats have been changed to 
face the east, thus admitting the light from the left

and rear of the pupils which is very essential. The 
stove has been jacketed adding greatly to the comfort of 
the pupils. The outbuilding has been connected with the 
schoolroom and made more sanitary and convenient. It 
is now always under the control of the teacher, thus elimi- 
nating one of the greatest sources of corruption to the 
morals of our country boys and girls. This change should 
be made with the four remaining schoolhouses. Hyloplate 
blackboards have been installed. 


County School 


A jacket has been put around the stove. Those who 
have never experienced the difference between a room 
heated with a jacketed stove and a stove without a jacket 
can hardly imagine how much more comfortable the form-. 
eris. The pupil within two feet of the stove is but a very 
little warmer than the pupil in the opposite side of the 
room. The temperature of the room is much more even, 
thus avoiding the extreme degrees of heat and cold that 
prevail with the unjacketed stoves. | 


Marshall School 


This house was made partially suitable for a school- 
building just before the opening of the fall term. The 
bushes were cut from the yard. Maps, books and supplies 
were furnished. Shades were installed where needed. Ven- 
tilators were put into the windows. 3 


Improvements Needed 


The windows in the County schoolhouse should be 
changed to admit light from only two sides, the rear and 
the left. Those changes have been made in all but the 
County and Marshall schoolhouses. There are so few pu- 
pils in the Marshall school that the light can be managed 
with the shades. If this schoohouse continues to be used 
it will need some minor repairs and a jacket for the stove.

The outbuilding of the County schoolhouse should be 
connected with the schoolhouse. This will have to be 
done with all the different schoolhouses in time. We should 
try to do at least one a year until all are attached. 

The plastering in the ceiling of the East schoolhouse 
is falling off and is unsafe. Metal ceiling should be in- 
stalled as soon as possible. Such a ceiling costs a little 
more to put in, but is much cheaper in the end. This house 
was in very bad shape three years ago. Had _ it been 
shingled earlier the plaster would not be falling off. After 
your buildings are once put into shape supervision will 
keep them in shape with very little expense. Doors, desks 
and other furniture have been stove to pieces by rough play 
in the schoolhouse which is no longer permitted. Teachers 
are in the schoolhouses all the time the pupils are, and the 
pupils are required to play out doors instead of in the 
house, this is much better for them and also much better 
for the house and furniture. 

Blackboards have been purchased for the Center and 
County schoolhouses and will be installed soon in the Cen- 
ter schoolhouse and in the County schoolhouse as soon as 
the alterations have been made. No one thing adds more 
to the efficiency of a school than good blackboards. They 
are one of the chief working tools of the school. 


Teachers 


All of our teachers are new to us except. Mrs. Bailey 
and Mrs. Putnam. Miss Pratt, the teacher in the East 
school, taught under my supervision for two years in Go- 
shen and is an efficient teacher. The other teachers have 
not been with us long enough to show what they can do. 
They seem, however, to be trying hard and to be willing to 
cooperate with us. 

The teacher and school officials cannot do it all. The 
- only way to have good schools is for all, school officials, 
teachers, parents and pupils to cooperate. There may be 
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things done that one or more of the above do not like, but 
the poorest way to stop this is to try to break up the school. 
Would it not be much better for the ones who are dissatis- 
fied to appeal tothe proper officials? There is always 
a higher authority to appeal to. The school laws say all 
appeals should be made to the State Commissioner, Mr. E. 
W. Butterfield, and then, if satisfaction is not obtained, to 
the Sate Board whose decisions are final. Appealing to lo- 
cal civil authority in school matters does not accomplish 
anything. 

Your superintendent would appreciate it very much if 
the parents would talk their grievances over with him in- 
stead of going to the neighboring superintendents and law- 
yers. Give him atrial first and see if he cannot clear things 
up. He at least will not charge anything for his counsel 
and advice. He nearly always has a copy of the school- 
laws with him and knows the meaning of most of them. 
Then, 1f satisfaction is not obtained, the others are still left 
for appeal. 


Attendance 


Attendance has been much better than it was the first 
year. The attendance varies greatly with the different 
schools, and no doubt, with the difference in the interest the 
parents take in getting their children to school and having 
them get there in time, The teacher also makes quite a 
difference. (See table for 1920-21.) :
